late Majefty King George the Second, intituled, “ An Aft 
“ for amending and making more eftefhial, the 'feveral 
“ Laws relating to the Firft Fruits payable out of Eccleliaftical 
“ Benefices in this Kingdom ; and for the better Regulation and 
“ Management of the charitable Bequeft of Doeftor Hugh Boulter., 

“ late Lord Archbifliop of Armagh., for augmenting the Mainte- 
“ nance of poor Clergy in this Kingdom,” it is, amongft other 
Things, enafted, That it ftiall and may be lawful for the Truftees 
and Commiffioners of the Firft Fruits in Ireland, and they arc 
thereby authorized and empowered, from and after the Time the 
Certificate fliall be returned to them, and entered, fublcribed, and 
fttefted by the rel]3efi:ive Archbifliops and Bifhops of every Diocefe, 

•in the Manner in the faid A6l mentioned, to augment any Bene- 
lor. fice

fice or Lmag, or Appropriate or Impropriate Curacy, or the 
Maintenaace of any 'harfeir, Vicar, Curate, or Minifter, which 
than in the Manner in the faid Aft inentioned appear to them to 
be under the Yearly Value of Sixty 'Pounds, by granting to the 
Incumbent of fuch Benefice or Living, or to fuch Parfon, Vicar, 
Curate, or Minifter, fuch an Annual Salary, to be paid out of the 2 
Monies fo bequeathed, and to be placed out at Intereft, as in the 
faid Aft mentioned, as that the Value fo certified, together with 
fuch Augmentation fo to be-granted, flmll not in the Whole exceed 
the Value of Sixty Pounds by the Year; and that luch Annual 
Salaries as the faid Truftees fliall fo grant, purfiiant to the faid Aft, 
may be granted to the Incumbents of fuch Benefices or Livings, 
and fuch Parfons, Vicars, Curates, or Minifters, and their Suc- 
cefTors, until fuch Time as convenient Purchafes can be had and 
made of Glebes or Tythes, or both, to be conveyed to them, pur- 
fuant to the Will of the Moft Reyerend Father in God Doftor 
Hugh Boulter, late Lord Archbiftiop of Armagh, in the faid Aft 
mentioned, or until the Value of Ihch Benefices or Maintenance 
Ihall be increafed to the laid Value of Sixty Pounds by the Year, 
by the faid Truftees, or otherwile; ' 

And whereas the Annual Intereft of the' faid charitable Bequeft 
of the faid 'Dodor Hugh Boulter, in the iaid Ad mentioned, will 
now afford an Increafe of fuch Augmentation, and the benevolent 
Intentions of the faid Teftator, in the faid Ad mentioned, will be 
more effedually carried into Execution, by further augmenting the 
Maintenance of the poor Clergy in Irrland out of the Annual Pro- 
duce of the faid charitable Fund ; 



May it therefore pleafe Your MAJESTY, 

That it maybe Enaded; 3113 1)8 it ®nafte3 by the KING’S 
Moft Excellent Majesty, by and v/ith the Advice and^ Confent 

of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent 

Parliament affembled, and by the Authority of the fame. That 
whenever a , Certificate fliall be returned to the faid Truftees and J 
Commiffioners, drawn up, prepared, figned, and fealed, in the Man- 
ner and purfuant to the Regulations and Diredions in the faid _Ad 
mentioned, refpeding the Certificate of the Yearly Value of fuch 
Benefice or Maintenance of fuch Minifter, as the laid 1 ruftees and 
Commiffioners are by the faid Ad authorized and empowered to 
augment to the Yearly Sum of Sixty Pounds; and in cafe, fuch 
Certificate Ihall certify, that the true and dear improved Yearly 
Value of fuch Benefice, with Cure of Souls, Living, or Curacy, 
Appropriate or Impropriate, and the true and clear improved 
Yearly Value of the Maintenance of any Parfon, Vicar, Curate, 
and Minifter, officiating in any fuch Church or Churches, Chapel 
or Chapels, as in the laid recited Ad is mentioned, fliali be coin- 
unonly reputed to be under tlie Sum of 
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by the Year; and when fuch Certificate fhall be entered, fubfcribed 
and attefted, in the Manner in and by the faid Ad direfied and ap- 
pointed, refireaing the Certificates of Value in the faid A& men- 
tioned, then and in every fuch Cafe it llrall and may be lawful for 
the faid Truftees and Commiffioners, or a Quorum of them, con- 
lifting of any or more of them, and they are hereby au- 

thorized and empowered to augment any ftich Benefice or Livino- 
or luch Impropriate or Appropriate Curacy, or the Maintenance rf 
any ineh Parlon, Vicar, Curate, or Minifter, which lhall fo as 
aforefaid appear to them to be under the Yearly Value of
